P IE Christian Science Monitor 
urges that all news media should 
give Premier Khrushchev the silent 
treatment when he comes to New' 
York, if not wholly then in great 
part The idea is not to lend his 
propaganda a hand. 

It is not a good idea in this in¬ 
stance. For one thing every or any¬ 
thing he says cannot be dismissed as 
propaganda. He is too important a 
figure and too significant for the 
world. Even his propaganda must be 
noted, else his motives cannot be 
guessed at. Since proselytism is a 
vital Soviet weapon it must be ex¬ 
amined and its methods exposed. 

The Monitor is rightly regarded 
as a fine and influential newspaper 
but it is always a selective one. Be¬ 
cause of its religious connection it 
ignores certain types of news com¬ 
mon to most other papers. All news 
selective according to the degree of 
editorial choice and the space avail¬ 
able, but some events are universal 
in their impact and instantly recog¬ 
nized as such by the press. 

The visit of Mr. Khrushchev and 
his satellite group to the UN falls 
correctly into this category. His pres¬ 


ence in New York w ill be crucial. He 
will make the most of his visit, being 
the master showman he is, but 
the line between showmanship and 
shrewd politfral strategy is hard to 
draw. Even his off-the-cuff refer¬ 
ences, his tantrums of his affecta¬ 
tions, are important, for they indi- 
cjHe the man and the moods he har¬ 
nesses to Soviet diplomacy. 

He will automatically be the chief 
figure at this contrived “summit” of 
his invention, and as such he must be 
followed with eagle peas as well as 
eagle eyes. The Monitor’s notion 
about suppression of such news sug¬ 
gests that it fears his influence on 
America, but that must be a mis¬ 
taken idea. If it were valid then the 
cause of the free world would be 
precarious. 

By declining personally to attend 
the UN session to which Premier 
Khrushchev is now* headed the West¬ 
ern leaders are in effect boycotting 
him. The press cannot afford to fol¬ 
low suit. In their absence in fact it 
is all the more important that the 
news media does its duty by report¬ 
ing this unusual Soviet venture in 
full.

One can easily think of much more 
dreadful practices than either of these 
three vices, as they are called. I might 
even go so far as to say that when I 
puff a cigaret or on occasion buy a 
sweepstake ticket I am like Lin 
Yu tang; I have no consciousness of 
sin and no feeling of being damned. 


Condemned Unheard 


F there is anything to be learned 
from the affair of Alexander 
Laak it is that even normally fair- 
minded Canadians are not above 
judging a man on hearsay in cases 
where allegations of war crimes are 
made. 

There is an old story of a rural 
lay magistrate who, confronted by a 
plea of not guilty, angrily demanded 
ot the prisoner: “If you are not guilty 
w hy were you arrested?” 

Something* of the same sort of 
thinking Seems to have got into Cana¬ 
dian minds in connection with the 
Laak case. When the Estonian-born 
Canadian took his own life—after 
volunteering an admission of his 
identity, though not of the crime as¬ 
serted against him—the far-too-gen- 
rral conclusion was that he must have 
been guilty. Yet history is full of in¬ 
stances of innocent persons taking to 
flight or committing suicide rather 
than face trial. Though the chance 
may seem remote to some people, 
Laak could have been one of them. 

The guilt or innocence of this man 
now can never be proved. The point 
is that posthumously by mfcny and 


while he still lived by others, Laak 
was condemned without trial. What¬ 
ever may have been alleged against 
him he had not been arraigned before 
any court and therefore had been 
convicted of nothing. 

Uneasiness over this near ap¬ 
proach to lynch law is heightened by 
the knowledge that Laak's accusers 
have a black record of persecution 
and perjury. Though not identified 
by name, he was accused by Russia 
through the Soviet news agency Tass 
if responsibility for 3,000 deaths in a 
Nazi prison camp in the Second 
World War. Laak was accused more 
by innuendo than by direct charge, 
but enough was said by the Russia as 
to cause him to come forward with 
a public denial. 

By taking his own life soon after¬ 
wards Laak may have helped to 
direct the finger towards himself. But 
under our system of justice a man— 
even a dead man—is innocent until 
proved guilty. Laak was tried by 
smear and, regrettable as it is to 
have to say it, found guilty in the 
minds of many Canadians. A Russian 
brand of McCarthyism has done its 
deadly work. 


Interpreting the News 

Nkrumah in Dual Role

T HE respect in which Kwame Nkrumah 
is held by most professional diplo¬ 
mats is in marked contrast with the flam- 
boyance and apparent irresponsibility of 
some of his performances in public. 

More than any other African leader, 
the president of Ghana has become a skil 
fut practitioner of what might be called 
ttie two-layer method of diplomacy, in 
which a statesman's public speeches are 
designed to mislead the audience as often 
as they enlighten it. 

: ' Tt rirfftie r nim WWW rvMfmt thro ugh - 
out the Congo crisis. Before the United 
made its first move t o hilt the 

threat of civil war between Patrice Lu¬ 
mumba’s central government and Moise 
Tshombes separatist regime in Katanga, 
Nkrumah threatened to send in troops 
to support Lumumba. 

But. Ghanaian forces appeared under 
the UN’banner and proved to be one of 
the best-disciplined units under its com¬ 
mand. 

In the weeks that followed. Nkrumah 
often supported Lumumba in public as, a 
man fighting a hefoic battle against the 
remnants of colonialism in Africa. At the 
rame time, he was widely credited as a 
restraining influence on th^ Congolese 
premier in their private counsels. 

Nkrumah’s tactics paid a quick divi¬ 
dend when his threat to withdraw the 
Ghanaians from the UN force resulted in 
the speedy return of the Leopoldville radio 


station to Lumumba's control. 

The promptness of the UN's response 
indicated lhat Secretary-General Dag 
llammarskjold recognized the force of 
Nkrumah’s argument as well as the 
threat behind it. As long as Lumumba 
can claim to be premier of the Congo, the 
UN is on shaky ground in denying him 
the use of his own means of communicat¬ 
ing with his people. 

The UN now has fallen back on an 
appeal to Congo’s contending factions to

Nkrumah's hold on his own people de¬ 
pends on their continuing confidence in 
him as a liberator from white rule. Kis 
\iolent denunciations of Belg.bm's role in 
the Congo have been aimed at keeping 
that image alive. 

Given freedom to manoeuvre, he can 
remain a valuable ally- in keeping tiie 
peace among the Congolese and prevent¬ 
ing the troubled republic ‘from becoming 
a cold war battleground. 


Moderation is the thing, I suppose, 
but the fashion is to lump smoking, 
drinking and gambling as iniquities, 
so let's regard devotees of these diver¬ 
sions as sinners and their opposites 
as saints.

Now it happens that an hour or 
so ago I discovered I had two cigarets 
lit, and the enormity of my contribu¬ 
tion to- the national wealth almost 
stunned me. For about two-thirds of 
every cigaret I smoke fattens the 
national exchequer. 

I certainly pay through the nose 
for the smoke I blow through my 
nose. Actually the ratio of the tax on 
tobacco is sheer extortion. 

You may ask why don't I stop 
smoking then, and I would except I 
don’t want the finance minister to 
have a fit. 

Did you ever think- of the money 
raised from the kind of sinners 1 am 
talking about? It’s colossal Hundreds 
of millions of dollars pour annually 
into provincial and federal treasuries 
because of this fondness for smoking, 
drinking or gambling. 

Liquor, the pari-mutuals and 
tobacco underwrite a large part of 
government.

The money is put to good use and 
I'm not Complaining; it helps to pro¬ 
vide education, military defence, road 
and welfare work, and a host of other 
admirable things. But surely this 
moans that when I puff a cigaret *or 
s.p a glass of wine 1 should feel 
Virtuous, not sinful? 

And of course if public funds were 
not raised substantially from these 
alleged vices they'd have to be raised 
by other taxes.

They would have to fork out a bigger 
share of tax monies than ;ho\ do at 
present. 

Some honorable gentleman said 
• “tut, tut” on Parliament Hill recently 
when he learned the extent of na¬ 
tional spending on the aforementioned 
items, well over a billion dollars an¬ 
nually. But perhaps the “tut tut” came 
as he realized the enormous chunk of 
this that is simply tax levy. 

For no doubt there w ill be the same 
proportion of saints and sinners on 
Parliament Hill as elsewhere. 


F OR months the government has 
been arguing that the decision 
whether or not to joiij the European 
Economic Community cannot be 
taken until a detailed study of 4he 
effects on the Commonwealth has 
been made. 

Such a work has now been com¬ 
pleted by an independent research or¬ 
ganization. “The Commonwealth and 
Europe." published a few days ago by 
the Economist Intelligence Unit, 
examines in some 600 pages all the 
main commodities exported by the 
overseas Commonwealth countries to 
Britain and Europe. 

Its conclusion: Not only canAJritish 
participation in a new economic sys- 
tenv^Europe be reconciled with the 
present system of Commonwealth 
trade, but economically both Britain 
and the Commonwealth will lose if 
Britain remains cut off from the six 
countries of the EEC. 

♦ * * 

The report was commissioned by 
Britain in Europe Ltd., a body sup¬ 
ported by numerous industrial com¬ 
panies, banks and trade unions. It is 
too early to know whether its main 
conclusions will be accepted by the 
government s own economic advisors, 
though it is hard to imagine them 
coming to an opposite conclusion. 

For Canadians the study provides 
the first detailed analysis of the likely 
effects of any practical solution to 
Europe's present economic division 
on Canadian trade. Its conclusion: 
“Canadas prospects for growth will 
not be significantly affected by Euro¬ 
pean integration, whatever its form." 

This may not sound overly opti¬ 
mistic. But taken against the back¬ 
ground of the likely effects of the 
present division between the Euro¬ 
pean Six and Britain’s European Free 
Trade Association the Intelligence 
Unit implies that Canada might do 
well to encourage a quick accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Unlike the other Commonwealth 


countries, the report argues, Canada 
will be much affected by the EFT A 
—the Outer Seven. 'The growth of 
Canadian exports of timber to the 
U.K. may be arrested; the market for 
paper other than newsprint will be 
damaged; and free trade, by clipping 
the wings of the British paper indus¬ 
try, could check the expansion of U.K. 
imports of Canadian woodpulp.'' 

* * * 

Canada does not have as much to 
fear from the EEC. The report argues 
that hard wheat, which accounts for 
two-fifths of our sales to the Six, 
should ensure its hold on a market in 
which standards of eating are rising, 
because of its superior quality. But 
it warns that the European authori¬ 
ties could conceivably use their sys¬ 
tem of import levies and certificates 
to restrict its consumption. 

Most Canadian raw materials ex¬ 
ported to the Six should gain from 
the growing demand, for they will be 
largely unaffected by the Introduction 
of the common tariff. Timber, wood- 
pulp, copper, nickel and iron ore 
should do well, while, thanks to the 
quotas fixed for these metals, the 
tariff arrangements for lead and zinc 
are not likely to injure Canada's trade 
to any great extent. The duty on 
aluminum is a more serious matter 
since it may limit the growth of sales 
to an important potential market. 

The only sector in which Canada's 
exports seem likely to be jeopardized, 
the report says, are manufactures 
such as chemicals, machinery, and 
transport equipment. But this is a 
small part of Canada's total exports 
to the Six, and one which is unlikely 
to expand in any case.

If the Six and Seven w^re to merge, 
the great bulk > of Canada's trade 
would be safe if free entry into the 
U.K. were retained for wheat and 
wheat flour, barley, tobacco, news 
print, aluminum, lead and zinc,

12. In that grade there will be a “more 
mature course about Canada.” In the 
earlier grades Saskatchiwan will 
teach ancient, medieval and modern 
world history. 

There may be good reasons for this 
change. But it may be hoped that 
Saskatchewan's example will not be 
followed in other provinces. 

The early teaching of Canadian his¬ 
tory is important because too many 
children leave school before reaching 
Grade 12. It is a sad fact, but a fact 
nonetheless. 

More than this, the minds of young 
children are able to feel the excite¬ 
ment of history, as they ma\" never 
feel it in later years. Nor is this by 
any means a false or childish impres¬ 
sion. Anyone who has caught some¬ 
thing of these first impressions in 
learning the stories of the explorers. 


or the Indian wars, or the toil and ad 
venture of pioneering has something 
that later studies may mature but will 
never take away. 

The trouble with studying other 
history first is to create the impres¬ 
sion that history lies in far away 
lands. Stephen Leacock came to de¬ 
plore this kind of history-etching in 
his later years. He said he had been 
taught to think of history in terms 
of Caesar’s wars, or Nelson in Trafal¬ 
gar Bay. But all the while, on the old 
farm in Ontario where he lived as a 
child he had failed to realize that his¬ 
tory lay in a corner of a field where 
the first Loyalist settlers had buried 
their dead, or in the great timbered 
foundations of the old homestead. 

Grade 12 may be a good year for 
introducing new aspects of Canadian 
histdty. But to miss the earlier years 
is to miss a precious opportunity to 
make Canadians more deeply Cana 
dian. 


half of exports to the U K. in 19o6. 
The Intelligence Unit believes that 
such arrangements could be operated 
within the framework of a single 
European system without doing vao- 
lence to its principles. 

There should be no problem with 
another quarter of Canadian exports 
to Europe because both the U.K. and 
the EEC have zero tariffs on them, 
or dispensations likely to amount to 
the same thing. The writer* think it 
probable that special arrangements 
could be agreed upon which would 
allow continued free entry from Can¬ 
ada for much of the balance. 

Some Canadian manufactures 
would probably be hard hit by contin¬ 
ental competition on equal terms in 
the British market, but the United 
States is the main market for them, 
anyway. If necessary Canada might 
consider using the substantial prefer¬ 
ences it gives the U.K. in bargaining 
with the Six. 

In order to secure a share in the 
expanding European market for food¬ 
stuffs and manufactures the writers 
suggest that Canada might even con¬ 
sider applying for formal association 
with the new European economic 
group. ‘The removal of protection for 
their Industries would go against the 
current trend, but they should be well 
able to contemplate this, over an ex¬ 
tended transitional period, as ths 
poorer European countries such as 
Greece, Portugal and Turkey which 
are already doing so." 

* * * 

The report emphasizes an import-^ 
ant advantage to the Commonwealth 
of a merger of the Six and Seven; 
Britain would take part in the policy¬ 
making of the whole group and could 
therefore throw its weight on the sids 
of policies which would benefit Com¬ 
monwealth trade. For Canada, liberal 
European policies are important, not 
so much in the bare arithmetic of 
growth as in the context of its desire 
to reduce dependence on the United 
States. 

The report mentions that there has 
been some talk in Canada of ai com¬ 
mon Atlantic market. 

‘This would if it should become 
acceptable to the U.S.A. and Europe, 
and if Canadian industry should by 
then have become strong enough be 
the ideal solution for Canada. Mean¬ 
while Canada's Interests are to main¬ 
tain its position as far as possible in 
the U.K. market, to see a strong 
Europe as a counterweight to U.S. 
dominance, and to 1 encourage the 
trend toward liberal policies through¬ 
out the West."

It took Victoria Shamrocks only a few years to 
become a famous name in Canadian lacrosse. The first 
seven years produced four Mann Cup finalists and two 
Canadian championships. What has happened since the 
last trip to the top is another proving of the old maxim 
that it is much easier to get there than to stay here. 

During the past three seasons the club has found the 
going rough. Fan support dropped as two last place and one 
third-place finish followed the 1957 Mann Cup win. Coinciden 
tally with las? year's decision to discard the popular team 
name and accept a brand name from a new sponsor came 
the Hub's worst season. It produced only eight wins and a 
tie. hardly half as good as the 16 14 record the Shamrocks 
surprised w’lth their first (1950* season in the Intercity 
Lacrosse league. 

No purpose can he served hy minimizing the fact that 
the cluh is facing a huge rebuilding job. There fs fan support 
to be regained, replacements to be found for playing per¬ 
sonnel to be lost, an important decision to he made on a coach 
and new executive talent to he lined up. 

These ate the things which will happen to all clubs to 
Detroit’s Red Wings. Edmonton's Eskimos, New York's, 
Yankees and. eventually, to Winnipeg's Blue Bombers and 
Montreal's Canadiens. On top you’re the target of all your 
opposition and sooner nr later you’re back shooting at some¬ 
one who has taken your place. 

And that's the way it has been with the Shamrocks. It 
!s true that several players are to he lost and that some 
directors will not be back but not in the sense of leaving for 
reasons such as dissension or dissatisfaction 

Director George McWilliams makes the point that in 
the cases of the players who won't be back, reasons either 
had to do with education, employment or the belief that

The Firestone Tite and Rubber 
Company is one of the great -sponsors 
of broadcasting, one of the earliest 
“The Firestone Hour” started on 
NBC Dec. 3. 1928 and one of the 
most frustrated “The Firestone 
Hour.” a quality program of classical 
and semi-classical music, was tossed 
off NBC after ,28 ytpars there because 
of its low ratings, and went to ABC 
where it was sacrificed to high rated 
junk programs in 1958.
